done, either without the deſtruRion of 
one, or both, therforeit inforced them to 
procure all thofe vnions which werepoſ- 
ſible, as the ſame indgementes, opmions, | 
. defires, habitations, table , apparell &c. 
And indeede this opmion of Ariffopha- | 
nes we may confirme by daily experience: 
For 'vvbat els pretend thoſe who fo vehe-» 
mently embrace one an other, bur as1t 
were one toenter into another, arid vnite 
themſelues in one,for the vehement affe- 
Qtion of loue. Why did 7ob fay, Pris mbi

- Rivg the inſtitution and cffeRs of the Eu- 
ny chariſt, 
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chariſt, may be reduced into one cauſe or 
other, And conſcquentlya little reading 
would quickly haue filled the margines. 
Secondly,let them conſider how maies 
tically, how reuerently, how reaſonably 
Catholikes belieueg,teach, and worſhippe 
this acramet. And what difference there 
is betwixt our venerable ſacrifice, & their 
prophane bread and wine. Our ſacrament 
ſubliſtiong by Gods ſonne incarnate, and 
their meere tipicall ſhadowe : our euerlas 
{ting fountaine, ſpringing graces and vers 
tucs, for life cuelaſting» and their naked ' 


ſupper, vnſcafoned with grace, depriued 


of vertue, ſpoiled of religion. And in ves 
ry truth, cannot ſee how they canfſaue it, 
but that whoſocuer caterh/bis breakefaſt 
ſaying grace before and after, communi= 
cateth as well, and feederh as perfe&ly on 
Chriſt byfaith as they do. Moreouer who 
is ſo blind chat cannot diſcerne howe the 
paſcall lambe and manna» which repre- 
ſented Chriſt in the holy Euchariſt, were 


' much more excellent ſacraments then 


their communion, becaule they more 
lively repreſented Chriſt, the lambe his 
palion, and manna; the fruites thereof, 
then a gobbet ot bread anda ſup of wine:

teally aCapon, and yet none of theſub- 
ſtance ofa Capon, which is not intelligi-= 


ble, andthey rhemſclues know not what 
- _ "they ſaybut fal into manifold abſurdities

oftneir cating of Chriſt by faith, differ 
from others 1n declaring 'how he is caten

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* byfaith; andin diſtinguiſhing their come 
muanonfrom a good chriſtian breakfaſt. 
Laſtly let then confider of whata trea- 

ſure they are deprived, for it ſeemeth in 
veric deede that God in pumthment of 
their errors would abandon them, and 
leaue them deſtitute of one of the Zrea- 
telt benefits he beſtowed vpon mankind. 

Alas by lacking this light, they hue in 

darkeneſle, by wanting this cloudeto re- 

paire them from the ſcorching flames of 
concupiſcence, itis no maruale'it they 
cannot liue chaſtly, beingſpoyledof this 
ſinew of charity, it is no wonder if diflen- 
tion raigne among them, hauing ſent into 
exile theſe bowels of mercie,for necelsity 
chriſtian charitie fayleth:abandoning the 
only ſacrifice of true religio: conſeqnetly 
they hauc expelled altrue denotion.And 
therefore wee now proue by experience 
In England,that faſting is left,praying lt
